I recently ran across a light truck, from which 
the name plate had been removed by some collec- 
tor and I would like to have our readers help 
me identify it. 


It has a 3-cylinder, 2 cycle, air cooled motor. 
The crankshaft main bearings are greased with 
grease cups. It has a Luekheimer mixing valve 
type carburetor. The air is circulated around 
the cylinders by fins attached to the rim of 
the flywheel. The flywheel is solid and is part 
of the 5-speed friction drive transmission. The 
truck is probably rated at about % ton and is 
equipped with 35 x 5 solid tires on the rear 
wheels. The front wheels are about 3 inches 
smaller in diameter and have 1% inch tires. It 
is driven by the usual double chain drive. The 
truck is unique in this respect: The front axle 
is solid with a center pivot, and is turned by 
an ingenious system of chains. It is definitely 
not a home-made job, but I am unable to find 
anyone who remembers’ seeing a truck with a 
straight front axle and a 3 cylinder engine.

EARLY MOTORING 


IN 
TEXAS

_— newspapers throughout Texas car- 
ried headlines reporting the death of Colonel 
E. H. R. Green. One of these headlines read as 
follows: 


Revives Mem- 
‘Old Hurri- 


‘Col. E.H.R. Green’s Death 
ories When He Brought First Auto, 
cane,’ to Texas.” 


COLONEL GREEN'S ST. LOUIS 


Col. Green was the son of the fabulous 
Hetty Green, world’s richest woman, and upon 
her death inherited her vast fortune which was 


reported to be in excess of 100 million dollars. 


In 1893, at the age of 25, Col. Green was 
sent to Texas by his mother to take charge of 
The Texas-Midland Railroad which she owned. Six 
years later, in October, 1899, Col. Green 
brought the first car to Texas. It was a St. 
Louis, manufactured by HCCA Honorary Member 
George P. Dorris. The car had a two cylinder 
horizontal engine and a sliding gear transmis- 
sion mounted on the rear axle. Naturally, the 
car created asensation when it was brought down 
to the wild Texas of that day, and the car was 
familiar to everyone for miles around. The peo- 
ple dubbed the car ‘Old Hurricane” because of 
the tremendous noise made by the exhaust and 
backfiring of the car. 


Col. Green made his first overland trip 
from Terrell, Texas,to Dallas. The 30-mile trip 
was made in one day and he left a trail of 
frightened horses and cows in his wake. On the 
outskirts of Dallas, he drove his car into a 
telephone pole, which damaged the pole more 
than it did the car. Some early newspaper ac- 
counts report that this eventful journey result- 
ed in damage suits totaling $300,000, so great 
was the wreckage left in the wake of the car.

FIRST CAR 3UILT IN TEXAS 


In 1902 Emil Seeliger, a blacksmith and 
mechanic of Lockhart, Texas,was dreaming of the 
“Hossless Carriages’ which were appearing in 
the streets of the various eastern and central 
cities of the nation. 


Possessing a spirit similar to that of 
his forefathers who had pioneered the wilds of 
the west, Seeliger concluded that he would pio- 
neer the horseless carriage in Lockhart. He in- 
mediately began drawing plans and gathering ma- 
terial for the makings of the automobile that 
would rate him as the pathfinder in the garage 
business in that part of the state. 


The engine of this homemade auto was a 
single upright cylinder which was placed under 
the seat and which transmitted the power to the 
rear wheels through a series of bicycle chain 
drives. The gas tank served as a back for the 
seat, and had a gas line which led to an old 
fashioned gas mixture carburetor that he had 
taken from an old gasoline launch. 


Two dry cell telephone batteries served 
as the electrical source for the ignition sys- 
tem. The chassis and body were built on the | 
style of a trap buggy and had motorcycle wheels 
using 28 x 2% single tube casings. The steering 
column was made of an old shotgun barrel with 
a pair of bicycle handle bars as a steering de- 
vice. 





Equipped with acetylene lamps’ for night 


driving,and ready for the open road, this early | 


Texas homemade car cost its builder $125, with 
$60 of that amount being used for the tires. 


In 1904 after two years of work and en- 
gineering, Mr. Seeliger was ready to road test 
his car. But first he had to go to the one and 
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only drugstore in Lockhart to buy a few gallons 
of gasoline. In those days gasoline was sold by 
the drug stores from 5-gallon containers at 35¢ 
per gallon. 


A near panic occured in Lockhart when the 
curious looking contraption appeared on the 
streets. A blistering Texas July sun cast its 
scorching rays across the prairie. Twilight 
gently oozed over Lockhart as the natives went 
on parade, part of them hurrying home from work 
and the others showing off their many beautiful 
saddle horses, prancing teams and rigs. Judge 
Lindsey had an imported glassed-in carriage and 
reins on a pair of high-stepping browns garbed 
in fancy harness with bright red tassels dang- 
ling from the bridles. The streets were indeed 
a scene of tranquility, as no one seemed to be 
in a hurry, and the carriage drivers were a 
complacent lot as they jogged along waving or 
shouting a cheery “Hello” to friends they met 
along the way. 


But down in the rear of Emil Seeliger’s 
blacksmith shop wasthe curious-looking contrap- 
tion that Emil had just completed. It was one 
of “them thar hossless carriages.” People had 
heard tell of them in the east, but newspaper 
stories concerning them were classed along with 
Mother Goose Rhymes. It was thought highly im- 
possible for a Lockhart man to build one by 
himself, but he must have had confidence in it, 
for after he had tightened the last bolt he sat 
his little son up on the driver’s seat and gave 
the crank a few spins. Sputter! Sputter! Chug! 
Chug! Zip! and the engine roared. Jumping up at 
the helm Emil slipped her in gear and she roar- 
ed out of the door and up Market Street at the 
breakneck speed of ten miles per hour. 


Sput! Sput! Sput! 
toward the depot. Women 
strong men grew weak, for 
real pistol battle was on. “The feud must be on 
again,” shouted a bartender, as he hid himself 
under the counter. All horsebackers and those

People rushed 
madly out and securely tied their teams or held 
them tightly by the reins. Some of the poor an- 
imals tried to break away; others trembled with 
fear, and the natives looked on awe-stricken. 
The populace were as spellbound as the crowd was 
when Fulton demonstrated to the world that his 
oddly constructed steamboat would run. 


Did we say that all of 
held securely by the masters? 
Save one. George H. Chilton, a sewing machine 
agent, who had only a few minutes before he 
tied his pair of big grays to a telephone post 
in front of a store. Such a noise, such an un- 
usual sight, and such a din made by the shouts 
of the people were too much for the grays, so 
they reared back with a lunge that broke the 
tie rope- And down the street they went,  lick- 
ety-split, with a light delivery wagon contain- 
ing two sewing machines. Zip! Bang! Blooey! They 
hit a rough place inthe streets and off tumbled 
a machine, rolling and bursting into smithereens 
against a light pole in front of Blunker’s Gro- 
cery Store. And still they tore down the street 
with the light wagon bouncing all over the road. 
Crash! And another machine met its fate.

Nevertheless, one could hardly say it was 
much ado about nothing,for really a great event 
had taken place. Lockhart and vicinity had 
reached one more rung on the ladder of advance- 
ment. Unfortunately, the “hossless carriage” has 
long since been consigned to the junk heap, as 
Seeliger did not think it would ever be valuable 
as a historical relic. 


TEXAS-BUILT CARS 


In later 
makes of cars, 


years Texas built 14 or more 
but they were unlike the ‘‘Hoss- 


less Carriage’’ built by Emil Seeliger or the 
one brought to Texas by Col. Green. They were 
larger and boxlike in design, similar to the 


cars built in the ‘20s. 

Like the other car builders of that day, 
they too had their financial and competetive 
problems and like the others their car building 
ventures were short lived. 


Most Texans are familiar with the Ranger 
which was made in Houston from 1920 to 1921,and 


the Texan which was made in Fort Worth from 
1918 to 1922. But few people know about the 
many others. 

For instance, Mr. G.H.Lutz of San Antonio 


was one of three men who made the Lutz Steam 
Car. A Houston-built car of which not too much 
is known, except that it was manufactured, is 
the Twyford. No dates on either of these.

watered stock to the public. The system used by 
this concern was to show a large production of 
Ranger cars and thus encourage investors to buy 
stock. Actually, they produced very few cars. 
But the investors were led to believe otherwise 
by rotating the same cars from the show rooms 
and back to the factory and then back to the 
showrooms again. 


The cars were taken from the showrooms, seo 
disassembled, brought to the factory for reas- 
sembly and then back to the show room again for 
another stock selling campaign. 


Of course, some were sold. Some to the 
stockholders themselves, and some even were 
shipped to New Orleans. The writer found one in 
Beeville, Texas,which he bought and resold. The 
only other Ranger that anyone has_ heard of is 
also in Houston. It belongs to a former stock- 
holder who has since died, and the car,which is 
in wonderful and original condition,is now own- 
ed by his wife. 


The Didiom Foundry where many of the Ran- 
ger parts were cast still stands today only a 
few miles from the factory site. 


In 1921 the Federal Government stepped in 
and the operations of the company came to an 
end when the promoters were convicted and sent 
to jail. 

SEARS HIGH WHEELERS 
Many Sears Auto Buggies found their way 


into Texas, and were purchased mostly by German 
and Bohemian the 
Antonio area. 


farmers in Houston and San 


Farmers liked these cars’ because they 
suited the narrow roads and the high grass and 
weeds; and because the grass and weeds grow 
higher in Texas than anywhere else, the farmers | 
had to install screen wire underneath the two | 
fans which are opposite each cylinder, to pre- 
vent the grass from wrapping around the fan 


blades. 


One owner of these buggy-like cars who 
lives near Houston has owned it since its pur- 
chase and has kept the car in several crates.On 
a certain day when the town has an annual cel- 
ebration, he will assemble the car, participate 
in parades, and then disassemble the car, and 
back into the crates it goes and into storage.

B. ck’s name is 


familiar to people the 
world over, but not many know that it was the 
lowly bathtub that made his automotive ventures 
possible. 


David Buick was born in Scotland in 1854, 
coming to this country as a child. He began 


working for a plumbing concern at the age of 15 
and eventually became owner of the business. 
Buick perfected many important plumbing devices 
but his real contribution was the development 
of the process for applying enamel to cast iron. 
This revolutionized the plumbing supply business 
and made Buick a wealthy man. 


Unfortunately, Buick lost a great deal of 
money in his early gasoline engine experiments, 
and in 1901 (as President of Buick & Sherwood 
Mfg. Co.--Sanitary Specialists) he offered to 
sell his first successful car and all rights 
thereto to Walter Marr for only $1800.Marr did- 
n’t accept the offer, but did later become 
Buick’s Chief Engineer when the Buick Motor Co. 
was founded in 1903. 


The company was financed primarily by 
Benjamin and Frank Briscoe, of Flint, Michigan, 
manufacturers of sheet metal products who later 
became identified with the Maxwell car. The new 
firm’s first car used a two cylinder overhead 
valve engine of 12 horsepower (later upped to 
21), but only 16 cars, mostly experimental mo- 
dels, were made the first year. Profits from 
the few cars sold at $950 did not begin to meet 
the expenses, and J. H. Whiting of the Flint 
Wagon Works shortly assumed control of the com- 
pany. 


In 1904 the Buick Motor Company produced 

37 cars, but the firm did not really begin to

1905. Under Durant, Buick commenced the deluge 
of advertising slogans which has continued to 
the present day. “We do with two cylinders what 
others try with four’? was typical, and was fol- 
lowed by the famous “We build nothing but high 
grade automobiles, and when better automobiles 
are made, Buick will build them.” 


Durant, in 1908, founded the General Mo- 
tors: Corporation (‘‘International Motors” in the 
very beginning) with the Buick auto as its main 
cornerstone. The next year Durant spent nearly 
$100,000 on the Buick Racing Team, which won 
90% of the events they entered. Such men as the 
Chevrolet brothers, Bob Burman, Eddie Hearne, 
Ewing Easter and Lewis Strang drove Buick cars 
to impressive victories both here and abroad, 
and the 1910 sales of 30,525 units reflected 
the promotional success of the racing ventures. 


Durant left Buick and General Motors dur- 
ing 1910, and Charles W. Nash assumed the pres- 
idency of Buick and, in 1912, of General Motors. 
When Nash left in 1916 to buy out the Thomas B. 
Jeffery Company and form Nash Motors, Durant 
returned, however. The ins and outs of Durant’s 
Promotional schemes are very interesting, but 
involved, and should be considered separately. 


Among the most interesting of the early 
Buick machines is the 1907 two cylinder ‘plumb- 
ers’ truck,” a 2,000 pound capacity vehicle, 
that sold for $1,000. Nearly 1,100 were sold.In 
1911 a 1,000 pound capacity truck with a closed 
body was sold for $1,200 andamong the prominent 


users were the Saturday Evening Post and the 
Ladies Home Journal. 
David D. Buick was associated with the 


Buick concern until 1919 when he left the auto- 
mobile industry. At his death in March of 1929 
he was employed by a trade school.

Pitty years ago a fleet of three Buick Model C touring cars appeared on the New 
Mexico desert, carrying the U. S. Mail between Roswell and Torrance. They made one 
round trip a day, summer and winter, over the 111 mile route, never failing to meet 


the train at Torrance. When the Buicks were replaced in 1909, one had traveled more 
than 100,000 miles.

My old automobiles are on postcards. Original pictures 
made when the cars were a part of the lives of the people 
who were proud to be an owner, to know an owner, to just 
sit in a motor car, or to have their pictures taken in one. 

My affection for old automobiles led me into the -rela- 
tively unknown (to most people) world of postcard collect- 
ing. A used book dealer had tossed a random 100 cards 
into his store window, hoping that for a cent each some 
would be bought, and there on one of them was a Hupmo- 
bile Model 20. Now, 18 years later, I am happy if I can 
obtain 10 cards a year like this one from dealers or other 
collectors. For the story behind these postcards let’s go 
back to an era about 40 years ago. 

It’s about 3:00 p.m. on a Sunday afternoon, and the 
grandparents, parents, and children have just had a Sunday 
mid-day feast (it had to wait until some of the folks came 
from church). The women folk are emerging from the kitch- 
en, taking off their aprons and the men have been on the 
porch steps. Uncle Ned has been boasting about his new 
Buick. It isn’t long before the men, women, and children, 
and someone with a Kodak 3-A Special are out by his car 
for pictures. 

Because so many families were so pleased with their 
motor cars, and because so many of their friends liked to 
have a picture to show that they knew someone who had a 
motor car, most of the postcards illustrating old motor cars 
are from family albums rather than those printed commer- 
cially by the manufacturers. For those who had to go to 
the beach by street car on a Sunday afternoon, and who had 
no friends with a motor car, a photographer somewhere on 
the way had a motor car to seat two couples. ‘‘Everybody, 
Iook this way - That’s it, folks.’? Sometimes the back- 
ground scene for the picture was a copy of the U. S. Tire 
& Rubber Company book on the curve that you had to slow 
down for, just before coming into the next town.

In many smaller communities the motor car owners had 
a lot of pleasure in assembling all their cars for a picture 
at an intersection on Main Street. Perhaps on a holiday 
all the owners would polish the brass and black enamel, 
get the whole family in the car and be that part of a local 
parade where all the cars go by at once and four abreast. 
In some towns all the owners of Buicks, Overlands, and 
other cars would frequent a particular garage and have a 
picture taken of all of them. 

The advertising blurbs of the manufacturers were some- 
what less sophisticated than those of the present day 
which suggest that the young executive is not really com- 
plete without a 1956 model of the right car. For example, 
on one postcard bearing a picture of a sturdy E.M.F. fight- 
ing a mighty battle with mud, the excited reader is told: 

“E.M.F. ‘30’ GLIDDEN TOUR PATHFINDER”’ 

No. We’re not going to fib about it. E.M.F. ‘30’ didn’t 
get out of that position by her own power. Notice the dog 
in the background? That’s the farmer’s dog. Got there a 
little ahead of the horses. Meinzinger says the car could 
have pulled himself out at that if he had had any more 
chain-grips. But the last pair went just a moment before 
the photograph was taken. Had been pulling through that 
Slippery, sticky, bottomless clay all day and tearing up 
chains as fast as they could be put on. Here the wheels 
dug a hole so the rear ones are in beyond center. No trac- 
tion vehicle can do much then. Only way the horses could 
pull her out was by using a long rope so they could get 
footing on the grass at side of road. Dai Lewis and the 
bunch are smiling .

In this earlier and exciting era a disastrous event was 
quite an acceptable subject for personal and commercial 
postcards. Especially where there had been a loss of life. 
Fires, floods, earthquakes, violent storms, exploding loco- 
motives, personal mishaps such as a steam tractor caving 
through a country bridge, were all intensely interesting to 
most people. If in a little town, anywhere, one of the own- 
ers of a motor car suffered a wreck, vehicle turned upside 
down, or run off a bridge, it was quite usual for a half doz- 
en fellows to stand around while the local photographer 
recorded the event. ‘‘This is where Uncle Milt ran off the 
bridge. That’s me, second from the right.’’ 
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Each card can be simply a picture or, according to your 
mood and imagination, it can be a vignette of the life of 
a family, perhaps a family like yours or mine. Not a com- 
plicated life, but sometimes hard and brutal, as when the 
man came and took away, and shot, my dog Towser be- 
cause there was fear of hydrophobia and all pets had to be 
destroyed. But I cherish my childhood memories of delight 
in the Hudsons, Super Sixes, Dodges, Studebakers, and 
Maxwells. And then came our own Model T. My memory is 
vivid of those mornings when with a rear wheel jacked 
high, Father would respectfully, but vigorously, crank it. 
While he raced about to the side and the two levers on the 
wheel the car was lurching like an animated dog. Then 
we would be off to Topenish. 

Later on, I admired the Jordan Playboy I saw on my 
newspaper route, a rakish Kissel Kar Roadster, and some- 
how an ‘‘Anstead motor’’ in a Lexington seemed to be 
something important. 

These old cards are one man’s way of coming into a 
common bond of affection with that group that has a happy 
feeling when the well-loved and well-cared for old motor 
car hoves into sight.

Many requests have been made for help in making 
awire frame hat. The following pattern was 
found and is suggested to be the best base for 
such @ purpose. You will need a small pair of 
wire cutters, pincers, five to seven yards of 
medium to heavy cotton covered hat wire and 
about two yards of tie wire. Wire can be purch- 
ased at a millinery shop. 


HE first model wire frame, as I said in the last lesson, will be a 
round, medium-sized, sailor shape—the brim to be made of 
equal width at the front, sides and back. In making wire frames 
the wire is held toward you. All the work is done on the upper side 
of the brace-wires. Cut four wires, each one twenty-seven inches 
long, using light, cotton-covered frame-wire. These first wires cut 
are called the “ brace-wires,” from which the “crown,” the “‘side- 
crown” and the “ brim” are formed. Place the wires together in even 
lengths. Hold them with the thumb and forefinger of the left hand in 
the exact center, which will be thirteen inches and a half from the 
ends of each wire. Then take a piece of tie-wire and tie the wires 
securely together in the center, tightening the knot by pressing with 
the pincers. Pinch down securely the ends of the tie-wire with the 
pincers in crossing and fastening them. Next open the wires by 
swinging them apart from the center, the tie-wire 
re as a center pivot as in the first illustra- Center 
tion in the group in the center of the page. eas SAN 


Measure on each wire four inches and a half from the waa a2. ¢ 
center crossing of the wires and bend downward each vm ain 
wire sharply at this point. Be careful to bend each The Scale of Measurements 


wire in an even line with the next one, or the crown 

will be uneven in height. Use the pincers to bend the wires. 
See first bending of the wires—marked “A”—in the illustration 
showing the scale of measurements just above on the right. Three 
inches and a half below the first bending of the wires bend the wires 
outward into a straight line. 

From the second bend to the end of the wire should measure 
five inches and a half. See the second bending of the wires— 
marked “‘B” in the illustration. At the end of each wire bend the 
tip upward a quarter of an inch. See the third bending of the wires 
—marked “C” in the illustration. This little upward bending at 
the end of each of the brace-wires is needed to work with in 
fastening it securely to the edge-wire. The wires now show the 
skeleton construction of the foundation framework. 


The “ Head-Size” Wire is the next one to cut and put into place. 
This wire is usually from eighteen inches to twenty inches and a half 
in length. This depends upon the size of the head, and, in some cases, 
the shape and style of the hat. Cut the head-size wire at least two 
inches longer than the measurements, to allow for lap- 
ping. Always remember, when working with wires in all 

inds of millinery work, to allow one inch to two inches 
for overlapping in the joining and finishing of wires. 
The head-size wire is placed directly at the of the 
crown, fitting around into the notches of the second 
hend of the brace-wires. (Marked ‘“‘B” in the illustra- 
tion of the scale of measurements.) Bend the wire into 
the proper size to fit around the brace- 
wires of the frame, overlapping the 
two-inch extension allowed for at each 
end, and fasten with tie-wire. The 
ends of the head-size wire should be 
fastened before ap. it around the 
brace-wires at the base of the crown. 
Fasten the head-size wire to each 
brace-wire where they cross with tie- 
wire, tightening each fastening with 
the pincers and carefully concealing S 
every end of wire. This is shown in 
the second illustration in the first group.

The Next Wire to Place is the crown- 
edge wire. This wire is fitted around 
the first bend of the brace-wires— 
which is the outer edge of the crown. 
(Marked “A” in the scale of measure- 
ments.) The length of the wire is 
always measured and cut according to 
the width of the crown. The usual 
rule is to cut the wire three times as 
long as the width of the crown plus 
a two-inch allowance for overlap and 
finish. The.width of the crown in the 
frame which we are making measures nine inches. The crown-edge 
wire should, therefore, be cut twenty-nine inches long—this length 
including the necessary two inches to be lapped and fastened. The 
wire is bent into a circle to the size of the outer crown edge and 
the two ends are joined and fastened exactly in the same way as the 
head-size wire. The crown-edge wire is attached around the first 
bend of the brace-wires by wrapping the crown-wire to each brace- 
wire with tie-wire. To make the crown-edge wire firm wrap the 
tie-wire two or three times around the brace-wires, overlapping and 
fastening securely. Last wind tie-wire over the lapped wires to hold ow-4 
them firmly. The overlapping of the wires should come in the back 
and —— of the frame. The third illustration shows this wire 
in place.

Two More Wires are Required to Complete the Crown, one on 
the top of the crown between the center of the crown (the point where 
we began the frame by fastening the four brace-wires together) and 
the outer crown-edge wire which we have just finished. This wire on 
the top of the crown is not always needed, and it depends 
entirely upon the size of the hat and the material with 
which it is to be covered. When used it is placed midway 
between the exact center-top point of the frame and the 
outer crown wire—fourth illustration. The measur- 
ing for the length of the wire is the same as for the 
crown-edge wire, both wires being fitted and joined to 
brace-wires in precisely the same way. 

The second wire for the crown is half-way between 
the crown-edge wire and the -size wire (which is the 
wire at the base of the crown)—also shown in the fourth 
illustration. This wire is to strengthen the side-crown of 
the hat. Asa rule it is better to use it, although many 
milliners use but two. For tulle and lace hats this is at 
times sufficient, but a firm, well-made frame is an indis- 
pensable part of a successful hat. One or two additional 
wires will not add any weight if you use light wires, but 
they will add to the durability of the hat.

The “ Edge-Wire” is Now Placed around the outside edge of the 
brim—fifth illustration. In many cases a heavier wire is used for 
this especial purpose, but quite as often two wires of the same kind 
as those used in making the frame are fitted around the edge of the 
brim. When two wires are used they are wrapped closely together 
with tie-wire and put on around the brim edge as one wire. The 
length to cut the edge-wire is three times the diameter of the frame. 
To find the diameter of the frame measure from the exact center of 
the front brim across the crown to the center of the back brim. In 
the frame we are making the diameter is twenty-one inches. Measure 
three times this amount plus two inches for lapping and finishing. 
This will give you a piece of wire sixty-five inches long. To make 
the edge-wire double around the brim, twice this length will be 
required, making the total length of the edge-wire one hundred 
and twenty-six inches or three yards and a half long. 
The allowance for overlapping and finishing need not be 
doubled. A two-inch extension is sufficient when a 
double wire is used. The edge-wire is placed around the 
outside brim edge of the frame. The upturned end of 
each brace-wire is bent back over the edge-wire, pressing 
the ends of the brace-wires with the pincers firmly over 
the edge-wire. Fasten the edge-wire to each brace-wire with tie- 
wire, winding the tie-wire firmly around the two wires at each joining. 
Strengthen the fastenings by pressing with the pincers. To make all 
the joinings as flat and smooth as possible overlap the two ends of the 
edge-wire where they meet in the center-back and wind them closely 
together with tie-wire. To strengthen the brim—especially in wide- 
brimmed hats—extra wires are inserted between the head-size at the 
base of the crown and the edge-wire. In a frame of the size we are 
now making one or two extra wires added to the brim would be - 
sufficient. These should be placed between the head-size wire and the 
edge-wire, attaching the wire in the same way and cutting it on the 
same measurements as the edge-wire. Single wires are always used 
for these “in-between” wires to strengthen frames. The last of the 
six illustrations showing the principal steps in frame-making has 
two such wires in place. 
This finishes the making of a simple wire frame. All frames are 
made on these same principles; the chief difference lies entirely in 
the measurements. 


A List Telling Where to Take Measurements was 
iyen in the last lesson. For instance, to make a large 
t with a wide, rolling brim on the left side, with a 
narrower brim at the center-back and the right side, it 
is absolutely necessary for a beginner to have a scale of 
measures from which to cut the first wires in order to 
make a well-proportioned and well-balanced hat. In 
a hat with a brim of unequal width and 
shape, such as I have just spoken 
of, the brace-wires are cut in varied 
lengths, according to where they are 
to be’ placed in the frame. The suc- 
ceeding wires forming the frame are 
fitted on to the brace-wires to fit the 
measurements required to shape the 

frame.

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RESTORING 
1956

T.. current world wide craze for restor- 
ing antique cars had its counterpart 40 years 
ago when young fellows, like myself, spent our 
spare time ‘‘modernizing” used cars. Living at 
home, with $30 board money to Ma (sometimes), 
our salaries averaged $100 monthly. Our tools 
consisted of a blacksmith forge and drill press, 
hacksaws, hammers, breast drills,---and elbow- 
grease. 


My first attempt, in 1909, was the “mo- 
dernizing”’ ofan early 4 cylinder Stevens- Duryea 
touring car, costing me $200, into a sporty 
roadster. Except for the front seat, the body 
was discarded-- burned up. (Gads, if I only had 
it now for my ‘07 4 cylinder Dorris chassis!) I 
junked the gas headlamps (ouch!) and installed 
electrics. The original brass windshield, sky 
high, was junked. In making the new mahogany 
framed one, some heavy brass corner braces were 
needed, so these were hacksawed from the square 
sides of the original cast. brass acetylene gen- 
erator. Tires were “Fisk bolted-on.” The bolts 
went THROUGH the tires. The result was “classy” 
in 1909. 


The second attempt was not much better, 
but the third was an improvement. This was on 
the remains of an old J.I.C. (Case) racing car, 
which, in 1914, cost me $286,as is. It had been 
rebuilt into a sports car by Case, Jr., and had 
had rugged use--- fenders torn off, wire wheels

banged up, and generally held together with 
bailing wire. Only the ship-davit braces of the 
windshield remained. 


It had the original Case T-head engine 
and 4-speed transmission (2.6 to 1 in 4th, gear- 
ed up). Apparently a longer frame had been in- 
stalled, with an “American”? ball bearing worm 
drive axle. Four large self aligning ball thrust 
bearings were mounted on the worm shaft, stacked 
like poker chips, to take the forward thrust 
which was transmitted through them, successful- 
ly, without any means of dividing the thrust 
load into four parts. I have yet to learn the 
reason for this construction. 


The pointed radiator had a down - sloping 
top, like the old Premier, Abbott-Detroit bat- 
tleship roadster, etc. With some sheet brass 
and a large gas tank cap, I built this up into 
a Mercedes type, soldering a motometer on the 
side. However, the radiator overhung the axle 
by a foot, which was “terrible” in those days, 
by our standards. This was corrected by hack- 
sawing the goosenecks, moving the axle ahead by 
18 inches, and bolting frame splices on. Several 
junk yard frames were hacksawed before getting 
the proper splices, and holes were laboriously 
made with a breast drill. A three-foot shaft 
extended the starting crank,to eliminate bruis- 
ed elbows.

As there was no muffler, a solid copper 
Winton air starter tank was mounted as shown, 
with copper plated tubing cénnectors. The rear 
of this tank was sawed off, and a 6 inch trap 
door installed, foot operated by a 3 foot floor 
board lever. For city driving, a bypass pipe 
extended to the rear axle. Cruising in 4th, with 
the trap door open, the deep throated boom-boom- 
boom of the vibrating air column was not at all 
Objectionable, as compared to the usual cut-out 
and I was never cited for noise. 


The body was “modern,” except for bulging 
leather rolls on the seat back tops. These were 
removed, and the backs lowered a few inches and 
finished by aluminum moulding all around. Seat 
cushions were slightly lowered. After many vis- 
its to a Hudson shop, four Super-Six crowned 
fenders, somewhat dented, were bought for 25¢ 
each, and laboriously fitted. Wheels were Rudge 
Whitworth, 72 spokes each, as I well recall, 
having replaced almost that number. Brush-

1. the early days of the century the Rambler was among 
the best known domestic automobiles, ranking with Ford, 
Oldsmobile and Cadillac. The firm got off to a good start 
by producing 1500 cars in 1902, being second only to Olds- 
mobile that year. But relatively few Ramblers have sur- 
vived the years, and when I located the two cylinder model 
illustrated here I felt very fortunate. 

As to ‘‘How and where did I get it’’, I will start at the 
beginning. A friend told me of the car (it had belonged to 
a friend of his for about 10 years) but he didn’t know what 
make it was nor how old except that it was ‘‘very old’’! 
He thought that his friend would sell, so we went to Green- 
field, Mass., with hopes high. 

The car was in a one-car garage, (his modern car stood 
out in the yard) and by climbing over a mess of junk that 
was all around and partly over the car, I had a look at it. 
Truly a sight for sore eyes to an antique car fan! It was 
a mass of rust from its very unusual radiator to its six foot 
high rear seat. The top was in tatters and stood against 
one side of the garage, the doors to the tonneau were miss- 
ing (he said that they were all shot, so he threw them away, 
hinges, lock and all!), and a pair of badly beat-up replace- 


ment headlights stuck out in front. The side lamps were

there but one font was missing, the acetylene generator 
was gone (he threw this away too), no tail light, coil box 
gone, one brake drum and shoes broken, etc., etc. But 
after an hour of negotiating it was mine! 

Now a little history and some specifications. The car 
was first owned by a man in Brattleboro, Vermont, the sec- 
ond owner lived in Guilford, Vermont. I bought it from the 
third owner who lived in Greenfield, Mass. The car is a 
1905 Rambler, Type One Surrey, serial number 6372.:Body, 
5 passenger. The wheelbase is 90 inches, the tires are 
30x34 clinchers. The engine, 2 cylinder horizontal oppos- 
ed, 5’’ bore and 6’’ stroke, 20 hp. Planetary transmission 
with forward speeds controlled by shift lever, reverse by 
pedal. Two brake pedals, one brake on transmission the 
other internal expanding on the rear wheels. The drive 
through single chain. The 1905 Rambler catalog says; 
‘Speed, variable to 35 miles per hour!’’ 

The car is now being restored. I am doing all of the 
work that I possibly can myself; that’s the interesting part 
of this hobby, seeing a like-new car develop from a rusty 
mass of old iron! I have spent at least 800 hours on the 
car to date and will spend 150 to 200 hours more before 
it is completed.
